W a s h in g t o n . December 2d.— One of the 
m ost im portant clauses in President Cleve­ 
lan d ’s forthcom ing message will be in rela­ 
tion to the protection of the islands of the 
Pacific Ocean and th e neutrality of the 
great Pow ers respecting these weaklings! 
A ttention has been called to tiiis m atter by 
the recent overt act of the G erm an G overn­ 
m ent in seizing one of ¡he Caroline Islands. 
M any o f the independent isles of Polyne­ 
sia fear that they m ay fall prey to the ava­ 
ricious aggrandizem ent o f G erm any or 
som e of the E uropean nations, and appeals 
for protection havebeen m ade to the U nited 
States. 
T he foreign policy o f this Govern­ 
m ent is well know n to be against extending 
its territory by conquest, and the inhabit­ 
ants of the isolated islands o f the Pacific 
feel th at A m ericans are their friends, 
it is 
understood th at President Cleveland and

neighbors ot ours, and Congress will be 
asked to enact th e necessary legislation to 
carry out t he plan w hich it is proposed to 
adopt. 
It will not involve m uch expense 
and will be an official notice to-B ism arck 
and other grasping diplom a;; to keep their 
hands off. 
K ing K alakaua offers to defray

A m erican w ar vessel a t H onolulu con­ 
stantly, but Uncle 3am, w ith both pockets 
fu ll of silver, will stand the expenditure 
necessary if lie consents to the protectorate.

recom m end th e suspension of silver coin­ 
age.

th e Post office and I’ostroads Com mittee the 
postal bill, th e Naval Affairs Com m ittee 
the naval bill, the Foreign Affairs C om m it­ 
tee tiie consular and diplom atic bill, and 
possibly the Pensions C om m ittee the pen­ 
sión bill. 
lie says he thinks they ought, 
having the legislation under th eir respec­ 
tive heads in charge, to be able to h m d l; 
these appropriations. Scarcely a m em ber 
who was not on the Conference Com m ittee 
knew w hat he was voting for w hen the 
appropriation bills were passed at th e last 
session. 
T he Sundry Civil bill was passed 
by num eral designations, and no one knew 
an y th in g about it.

They can't 
have a 34-quart bushel and a 32-quart 
bushel, and mea; ure w ith both. H e is abi- 
m ctaliist, but th in k s tilings should be 
evened up so that ail the currency w ould 
come up to one standard. 
Tiiis cannot be 
as long as one 
dollar is 
w orth 
one 
hundred cents, and the other w orth only 
eighty cents. 
T he people, he says, do not 
appreciate how close S ecretary’M anning 
has been steering to keep from falling to 
th e one standard o f silver. 
T he present 
law he considers detrim ental to th e silv tr 
interests, for, if it continues in force, the 
gold will certainly be driven from the 
country, and a terrible shrinkage o f values 
will follow. 
H e says it is ju st on the 
balance now , and threatens at any m om ent 
to tu rn and put the silver on top.’ ' 
Mr. Doc-krey, of M issouri, favors a revis­ 
ing of the rules th at would facilitate the 
business o f th e house. 
W hat the revision 
will be cannot be told. 
It is hardly likely 
th at th e plan proposed bv Mr. Springer 
will be adopted in its entirety, and how 
far the distribution of the appropriation 
bills will be m ade is a problem . 
Representative Cannon, of Illinois, who 
is a m em ber of the A ppropriations Com­ 
m ittee. said to-day th at lie would oppose 
tiie distribution, because it would only 
spread the evil that now exists. 
The fault 
lies entirely w ith th e House, in allow ing 
“ riders” to go through on the bills. 
If 
other com m ittees had tiie bills they would 
use them as vehicles of legislation, even to 
a greater extent than the A ppropriations 
Com m ittee does, and he th in k s the evil 
w ould thus be 
intensified. 
Tiie other 
com m ittees, lie thinks, ought to i>e held 
closely to th eir functions of exam ining into 
and recom m ending legislation, and the 
A ppropriations C om m ittee should he a l­ 
lowed to d o nothing but handle th e appro­ 
priations. 
W ith “ riders ' excluded from 
the appropriation bills, he thinks, the 
greatest evil in the rules of the H ouse 
would be corrected.

I advertise them because I am 
paid well to do so.”

differs from all other kinds of advertising 
so broadly, that there is no comparison to 
he made whatever. 
It addresses itself to 
the gambling sentiment. 
It appeals to the 
lowest form of acquisitiveness. 
It is so 
alluring that it especially draws the youth­ 
ful and the ignorant into the toils of the 
lottery robliers.

Judging from the number of Chinamen 
that secure admission into Washington 
Territory from the British possessions, as 
well as the frequent and uncontradicted 
newspaper charges of crookedness, there 
must be something decaying in Denmark. 
The following from the Yamhill Rejxn-ter 
of a recent date is a fair sample brick of 
the charges that are going the rounds : “ It 
is openly charged that Collector Beecher of 
Port Townsend has two English dudes as 
special detectives under the Chinese Re­ 
striction Act, who are in league with the 
runners who are smuggling Celestials into 
the Territory nightly at from $12 to 
$15 per head for each Chinaman thus il­ 
legally transported acmss the border. That 
the business is carried 011 is known to 
everybody in this section, and these detect­ 
ives under Beecher opeDlv boast that they 
do not want Chinamen, "only the opium 
they sometimes try to smuggle. The rev­ 
enue cutter, instead of being 011 the sound 
trying to check the steady stream of heath­ 
ens into our borders, is at Seattle protecting 
the Chinese after they are safely landed on 
onr soil. That such facts exist is a shame, 
and every one engaged in the nefarious 
business should be hung up by their 
wretched heels.”

T he O akland M urder Case-— P rin d le A c­ 
q u itted . 
O a k la n d , December 
2d.—The second 
trial of H enry F. Prindle, for the murder 
of Dr. N. L. Buck, was concluded this 
morning in Department Two of the Supe­ 
rior Court of Alameda county. 
A. A. 
Moore, special counsel for the prosecution, 
finished his closing address to the jury 
yesterday afternoon. This morning Judge 
Gibson charged the jury and sent them out 
for deliberation. 
in fifteen minutes the 
jury returned and announced they had 
found a verdict of not guilty. 
The vote 
was unanim ous for acquittal on the first 
ballot. The jury was discharged, and the 
defendant also was released from custody. 
He took the first train for San Francisco. 
The testimony in this celebrated case was 
fully reported at the first trial, when the 
jury disagreed, nine jurors voting for 
acquittal and three for conviction. Prindle 
was superintendent of a fuse factory at 
Melrose, and he lived with his wife in 
East Oakland. 
Dr. N. L. Buck attended 
iiis wife, who was an invalid. Mrs. Prindle 
told her husband during last spring that 
Dr. Buck had had improper intimacy with 
her tor several years. On one Sunday 
night in August, while Dr. Buck was re­ 
turning from church services with his 
sister-in-law, Prindle met him at the gate 
of his residence, where he had been wait­ 
ing. He asked, “ Is this Dr. Buck? ” 
“ It 
is,” replied the doctor. 
Prindle then drew 
a pistol, fired several shots and killed the 
doctor. Another pistol, fully loaded, was 
found in his pocket. At the trial the nom ­ 
inal defense was the insanity of (he defend­ 
ant, hut the attorneys plainly made the 
point that he was fully justified in slaying 
the seducer of his wife. The prosecution 
tried to rebut the testimony of unsoundness 
of mind, and also denied that Dr. Buck 
ever had improper relations with Mrs. 
Prindle. The Court would allow testimony 
only of such matters concerning the rela­ 
tions of Dr. Buck and Mrs. Prindle as came 
to Prindle’s knowledge, and hence might 
have had some effect 011 Prindle’s mind, 
and charged the jury that seduction is not 
a justification for homicide.

A band of 
eleven Indians passed within about three 
miles of Duncan last night at sundown, 
traveling south in the Stein’s Peak range.

He 
says a courier from Crawford’s headquarters 
reports that Crawford started twenty-five 
side scouts out each side of his position at 
9 o’clock last night, all being W hite Moun­ 
tain Apaches. The trail of the hostiles was 
struck at Gila river Saturday, and ninety 
Apache scouts were 111 pursuit.

The north part of 
Lima clearly is in Caceres' hands. 
He lias 
crossed the Rimac river into the south and 
larger part of Lima and was occupying the 
plaza of Bolivar.- These positions signify 
his command of both bridges across the 
river, thereby securing bis lines of retreat 
in case he is defeated. The statem ent that 
railroad travel is suspended means the cut­ 
ting of communication between Lim a and 
Callao, and indícales the general occupation 
of the streets by Caceres’ forces. 
T h e M exican R evolu tion. 
G alveston. December 2d.—The Nene' 
Villa Garcia* Mexico) special says: There 
is little change in the situation here to-day. 
The Revolutionary party, nuder Manuel 
Rodiguez, pulled up stakes here at noon 
to-day, and marched toward Monterey, not. 
being able to catch up with Governor Se­ 
pulveda. who is supposed to be under cover 
at a ranchero called Santa Rosa, near the 
boundary line between the States of Nuevo 
Leon and Coahuila. where be is safe for the 
present. 
Later.—Acting Governor Sepulveda was 
heard from this evening. He is at Yea­ 
rn ali. a walled ranch near the border line 
of Coahuila and Nueva Leon. It is reported 
that President Diaz has requested Sepul- 
vida to re-establish himself at Monterey* 
the capital of tiie State, and advising him 
to-call on ihe commanding Federal officer 
for an escort, if needed. Matters are de­ 
cidedly complicated at this time.

The 
scheme has received the approval of the 
President. A bill was also introduced in ­ 
creasing the duty 011 foreign beer, in the 
interest of domestic brewers. 
D efen se o f th e D om inion G overnm ent iu 
th e R iel C ase. 


M o n t r e a l , December 2d.—The defense 
of the Dominion Government on the exe­ 
cution of Riel is published. 
The docu­ 
ment, which covers five columns, is in the 
shape of a report to the Privy Council by 
the Minister of Justice, Sir Alexander 
Campbell, and reviews the whole subject in 
an exhaustive manner, declaring that, ac­ 
cording to the authorities of the Roman 
Catholic Church in the Northwest, Riel was 
not entitled to any mercy, his motives 
being purely mercenary, lie being willing 
at any time to sell out the Metis for a few 
thousand dollars. The document says the 
question as to his sanity is satisfactorily 
settled. The report denounces Riel for 
having raised the Indian tribes of the 
Northwest, and for having been the direct 
cause of the frightful massacre of a large 
num ber of persons, including two Catholic 
missionaries.

A. A. 
Moore, special counsel for the prosecution, 
finished his closing address to the jury 
yesterday afternoon. This morning Judge 
Gibson charged the jury and sent them out 
for deliberation. 
In fifteen minutes the 
jury returned and announced they had 
found a verdict of not guiltv. 
The vote 
was unanimous for acquittal on the first 
ballot. The jury was discharged, and the 
defendant also was released from custody. 
He took the first train for San Francisco. 
The testimony in this celebrated case was 
fully reported at the first trial, when the 
jury disagreed, nine jurors voting for 
acquittal and three for conviction. Prindle 
was superintendent of a fuse factory at 
Melrose, and he lived with his wife in 
East Oakland. 
Dr. N. L. Buck attended 
his wife, who was an invalid. Mrs. Prindle 
told her husband during last spring that 
Dr. Buck had had improper intimacy with 
her tor several years. On one Sunday 
night in August, while Dr. Buck was re­ 
turning from church services with his 
sister-in-law, Prindle met him at the gate 
of his residence, where he had been wait­ 
ing. H e asked, “ Is this Dr. Buck? ” 
“ it 
is," replied the doctor. Prindle then drew 
a (listo!, fired several shots and killed the 
doctor. Another pistol, fully loaded, was 
found in his pocket. At the trial the nom­ 
inal defense was the insanity of the defend­ 
ant, hut the attorneys plainly made the 
point that he was fully justified in slaying 
the seducer of his wife. The prosecution 
tried to rebut the testimony of unsoundness 
of mind, and also denied that I)r. Buck 
ever had improper relations with Mrs. 
Priudle. The Court would allow testimony 
only of such matters concerning the rela­ 
tions of Dr. Buck and Mrs. Prindle as came 
to Prindle’s knowledge, and hence might 
have had sonic effect on Prindle’s mind, 
and charged the jury ihat seduction is not 
a justification for homicide.

CACERES IN LIMA. 
New Y ork. December 2d.—The Uerald 
says, regarding the cable dispatch from 
Lima, that street-fighting is going on be- 
tweeu Caceres and Iglesias, with the ad­ 
vantage on the side of the former : The 
troops Iglesias sent on transports from 
Callao to Mallindo. hut recalled as soon as 
it was learned that Caceres was passing 
down the Rimac valley, do not appear to 
have come back. 
Yet,' if I19 can hold out 
till their arrival, they may put a different 
face on the situation. The north part of 
Lima clearly is in Caceres' hands. He has 
crossed the Rimac river into the south and 
larger part of Lima and was occupying the 
plaza of Bolivar.. These positions signify 
his command of both bridges across the 
river, thereby securing bis lines of retreat 
in case he is defeated. The statement that 
railroad travel is suspended means the cut­ 
ting of communication between Lima and 
Callao, and indicates the general occupation 
of the streets by Caceres’ forces. 


T h e M e x ic a n R e v o lu tio n . 
G alveston, December 2d.—The News' 
Villa Garcia (Mexico) special says: There 
is little change in the situation liere to-day. 
The Revolutionary party, under Manuel 
Rodiguez, pulled up stakes here at noon 
to-day, and marched tow ard Monterey, not. 
being able to catch up with Governor Se­ 
pulveda, who is supposed to be under cover 
at a ranchero called Santa Rosa, near the 
boundary line between the States of Nuevo 
Leon anil Coahuila. where he is safe for the 
present. 
Later.—Acting Governor Sepulveda was 
heard from this evening. He is at Yea- 
mali. a walled ranch near the border line 
of Coahuila and Nueva Leon. It is reported 
that President Diaz has requested Sepul- 
vida to re-establish himself at Monterey? 
the capital of the State, and advising him 
to call on the commanding Federal officer 
for an escort, if needed.

D e fe n se o f th e D o m in io n G o v e r n m e n t in 
th e R ie l C a se . 
M o n t r e a l , December 2d.—The defense 
of the Dominion Government 011 the exe­ 
cution of Riel is published. 
The docu­ 
ment, which covers five columns, is in the 
shape of a report to the Privy Council by 
the Minister of Justice, Sir Alexander 
Campbell, and reviews the whole subject in 
an exhaustive manner, declaring that, ac­ 
cording to the authorities of the Roman 
Catholic Church in the Northwest, Riel was 
not entitled to any mercy’, his motives 
being purely mercenary, he being willing 
at any time to sell out ’the Metis for a few 
thousand dollars. The document says the 
question as to his sanity is satisfactorily 
settled. The report denounces Riel for 
having raised the Indian tribes of the 
Northwest, and for having been the direct 
cause of the frightful massacre of a large 
num ber of persons, including two Catholic 
missionaries.

C ongress! 
T heC redit M obilicrs. or Pacific 
M ail, or any other lobby scandal of the 
past would become respectable by com pari­ 
son w ith this Pacific railroad business if 
m anaged in W ashington. 
Therefore, we say. turn th e Pacific rail­ 
road adjustm ent question out o f Congress 
and into the hands of a com m ission of as 
skillful and upright m an as can be found, 
and let it he so disposed o f as to m ake it 
certain th at the debt is being gradually and 
steadily repaid, and th e road being kept 
up to the highest standard of excellence, so 
th at it m ay not return again an d again to 
vex the patience and consum e the tim e of 
legislators w ho have neither th e inclina­ 
tion nor the ability to m aster its technical 
and profe-sional details. 
The convening o f Congress is an oppor­ 
tune tim e to inaugurate a new departure 
in respect to this class of scientific, financial 
and com m ercial questions, as to w hich we 
propose presently to have a fu rth er word 
to say.

S A C R A M E N T O 
M A R K E T , 


K e e p O u t th e J o b b e r y . 
From th e New York Star.] 
W hen, iti obedience to the popular will, 
th e cities o f New York and Brooklyn 
u n ited to erect th at w onderful and m agnifi­ 
ce n t arch w hich spans the E ast river, it 
w as urged th at the tolls collected would 
suffice, or nearly so, to reim burse the sum s 
paid out us interest on the cost; but, after 
a few m onths of trial, the attem pt to do so 
was, w ith general acquiescence, abandoned. 
Considered m erely as an investm ent of 
m oney for usury, th e enterprise was a fiat 
failure: but ci the broader ground of su ­ 
prem e necessity am i public utility, and in 
view ot 
the enhancem ent 
o f property 
values, i' is a triu m p h an t success. 
The 
sam e may --e said o f the Pacific R ailroad, 
built in part by national a id ; of th e Cen­ 
tennial or New O rleans Exposition ; of the 
E rie R ailw ay; of the Hoosac T unnel and 
o th e r sim ilar works. 
Everybody realizes 
th at the G overnm ent, like "many another 
individual, town, county or State, has been 
“ stuck " in its railroad investm ents. 
Our 
neighbor Canada, India. Brazil, Mexico, 
Ouateinuiu and other, countries are in the 
sam e fix or worse. 
It is a way such ex­ 
penditures in w orks of internal im prove­ 
m ent liave of turning out to th e first 
ow ners, w hen considered solely from the 
po in t o f view o f m oney gain. ’ Yet it re­ 
m ains trite from the wider standpoint of 
statesm anship and public policy th at these 
w ere not m ere m oney-lending operations 
Bke banking, and that the com m unity 
•does gain im m ensely by the outlay. 
One 
o f the btst uses of capital, or credit, ever 
m ade by the U nited States, though not a 
dollar in cash be returned to tiie treasury 
foeyond w hat is earned by services, was 
when the experim ent o f an iron road to 
th e Pacific was first authorized by Con­ 
gress. 
But the ease is not quite so bad as may­ 
be inferred from our illustrations. 
Som e­ 
th in g m ay be recovered from the venture 
besides its use, if it is handled w ith busi­ 
ness-like sagacity. 
Indeed,we are sanguine 
enough to th in k th at the w hole am ount 
advanced m ay be recovered, w ith a m od­ 
erate rate of interest, by spreading the pay­ 
m ent, equally distributee, over a term of 
fifty or sixty years, th e tim e of repaym ent 
being o f little consequence to th e G overn­ 
m e n t; so that the debt is grow ing sm aller 
every year, it m ay prudently be extended, 
providing interest at a low rate he added. 
If the debt is ever repaid, dollar for dollar, 
i t will furnish a new and astonishing pre­ 
cedent in our national history of m oney 
loaned by the treasury for a public im ­ 
provem ent being returned in full w ith a 
profit. 
The owners of the Pacific railroads very 
plausibly urge, in abatem ent, th at the n a ­ 
tion obtained the road and every'Tjenefit 
bargained for in one-half the stipulated 
•tim e; tiiat the outlay on the w ork was 
largely increased bv the accelerated speed 
w ith which it was bu ilt, from which the 
G overnm ent gained m ore than anybody 
else: that the proffered assistance when 
received turned out to he w orth m uch less 
than was originally contem plated ; th at the 
m ilitary transportation was shrunk to a 
h a lf or a third o f its form er dim ensions, 
w hile the com pensation received for m ails 
an d supplies was reduced by com petition 
w ith other lines directly encouraged by 
larger grants of public land : th at the cur­ 
rency bonds received were sold at large dis­ 
counts for depreciated paper, but are now 
to be m ade good in gold; th at to tax the 
traffic belonging to or passing over the 
roads in order to replenish the Treasury 
w hile m oney can be borrow ed at 2 ' per 
cent, would result in crushing the indus­ 
trial enterprises springing up along the line 
and drive them to rival roads subject to no 
such 
G overnm ent 
incum brances; 
and 
finally, tiiat io com pete successfully w ith 
th e rival continental lines across other and 
foreign territory for the trade o f the Pacific 
and Eastern Asia, this U nion-C entral line 
should not be subjected to any arbitrary 
burdens which it is in the pow er of legisla! 
tion to remove. 
These are pertinent reasons why sonic 
indulgence may be show n to the com pa­ 
nies in a settlem ent, especially in one 
w hich costs no sacrifice of m on ey ; hut 
they are not a justification for forgiveness 
o f the debt, or for bounty. 
T he nation 
does owe a debt of gratitude to the builders 
of the Pacific R ailroad—notw ithstanding 
v h a t has been said to th e contrary. 
But 
th at could be discharged by a single resolu­ 
tion of Congress em bodying the sentim ent. 
T he charter tor building the road was a 
contract, to be kept by th e G overnm ent and 
by the railroad com panies up to the very 
lim it of their ability. 
These railroad com ­ 
panies are really the thousands of m en and 
w om en scattered all over the country who 
Jiave invested their capital in th e bonds and 
stocks, m any o f whom , directly or indi­ 
rectly, are dependent upon them for needed 
incomes, and are by no m eans tiie grasping 
and powerful personages som etim es as­ 
sum ed in heated debate. 
O ur concern, however, is not now w ith 
th e return of m oney, nor w ith the senti­ 
m ental considerations grow ing out of the 
adventure. 
In the interest of good morals, 
n o t less th an in the interest o f fair-dealing 
between the G overnm ent and its co-con­ 
tracting citizens, it is im portant th at som e 
peaceful com position o f this indebtedness 
should be reached at an early day. 
T his 
m u st ot necessity be done otitside of the 
halls of Congress, because o f the endless 
and resultless debates into w hich such 
■questions drift inside of them . There have 
been, and doubtless will tie, found som e 
w ell-m eaning persons who, perhaps u n ­ 
it n cio.isly ¡imbibe their notions from W all 
street jobbers, advocating that the G overn­ 
m ent should seize these roads upon the first 
default, and forcibly collect its debt from 
th e corpus of the property. No real de­ 
fault has yet occurred. The G overnm ent 
m ig h t precipitate one it it resorted to liarsh 
m easures, but until it does occur the genius 
o f our institutions and the code o f enlight­ 
ened jurisprudence, as expressed b v 'th e 
highest Courts, requires th at the Govern­ 
m en t shall m aintain its engagements the 
sam e as private citizens. 
But suppose de­ 
fault to occur in the repaym ent of som e o f 
tlrcse bonds, or of the interest, or in m ain­ 
tain in g the road in good condition, what 
th e n ? 
Im agine the Pandora's box of evils 
th a t w ould be let loose by the G overnm ent 
tak in g possession o f the road ’ 
To begin 
■with, its fancied security would shrink u n ­ 
d e r its grasp, and the expected revenues 
w ould take tiight to its com petitors. The 
trib u ta ry steam ers and branches would 
seek 
other 
connections, 
and 
the 
G overnm ent w ould find 
itself w ith 
a 
n aked tru n k line dependent upon other and 
private roads for reaching eveu the city of 
S a n Francisco. 
U nder circum stances iike 
these it w ould no t be long u n til th e Gov­ 
ern m en t w ould be obliged to release the
